THE CAMP HOSPITAL — - 


Something new has come to light on the hospital pro- 
. position which would affect every man, woman and child 
in the Wainwright Hospital District. In the hospital 
minutes as they appear in this weeks issue of The Star, 
there is a paragraph which tells of a delegation visiting 
- the hospital board trying to induce the board to. utilize 
the present hospital situated at the Army Camp. 

What has been done to further this we are not aware. 
We are also not aware if the whole idea is a 
good one from the point of medical facilities. 
We have never visited the inside of the hospital at the 
camp, merely driven around it, but from the size and 
outside appearance, and from the word-of-mouth con- 
versations that we have had with people who. have seen 
what the army has to offer, it would appear that if this 
- hospital could be used until such time as it were feasible 
to build one, a great deal of the present day difficulty in 
hospitalization would be overcome. 

The capacity of the army hospital is close to 125 beds, 
which would certainly meet any demand that the people 
of the Wainwright hospital area could place upon it. 
Aside from that it is fully equipped with the most mod- 
ern of conveniences known to medicine- True it is rather 
far out, but until a bigger hospital could be built within 
‘the town lithits, the utilization of the Camp hospital 
would certainly not be amiss. 

The tenders for the construction of the new hospital 
have been called during the past week and to what pro- 


gress this will aid the immediate construction of a new’ , 


hospital is anyone’s guess, In all likelihood, when the 
tenders are opened on the specified date, it will be the 
same old story of too high a construction cost. This has 
been proven to bé the case in two first hand instances, 
such as the Water and Sewerage System for the Town 
and the P.M.C, 

With the use of the Camp hospital to tide us over un- 
til such time as building cost came within line with other 
items, the necessity of rushing into the building of the 
hospital could be delayed with no serious consequence- 
It is something to think about. The folly of the whole 
affair seems to be in the fact that the Dominion Govern- 
ment has a modern well equipped hospital that is only 
used twice a year for a very short period each . time. 
When training periods are in full swing at the camp a 
hospital is a vital necessity, but arrangements could be 
made with the military authorities to handle all cases 
which the army would have during their short stay in 
Wainwright. : 

There is also the question as to whether this hospital 
could be procured, but likely it could. The army recog- 
nizes the value of keeping up the buildings on any of its . 
establishments. This would be one way of doing it at a 
very economical rate as far as they were concerned. 

The whole question might fall through, if it does, let 
it not be from lack of interest or lack of trying. We of 
this column are indeed interested in the procuring of the 
finest type of medical facilities for the town and .dis- 
trict. Only in this way will this town keep the progress 
that has so rightly been established by hard work and 
sweat of the brow to furnish the things we, today, take 
for granted,

‘THE HAY CROP .; 

‘Many arguments have been | ad+ 
vanced by producers against early 
parvesting of hay crops, chief of 
which, is that they get a higher yield 
by cutting later. From a straight 
tonnage of material point of view, 
this contention is of course true. Al- 
so in‘ seasons featuring heavy rain- 
fall during mid-sammer, the  addi- 
tional growth of hay crops is ‘often 
very valuable, 

There is, however, another side to 
this story. Investigations during re- 
cent years have shown that the 
inighest yield in terms of total ton- 
nage is not necessarily the highest 
yield in terms of livestock feeding 
value, It is a well known fact that 
young forage is higher in proteins, 
minerais and vitemins than old for- 
age. While these are very important 
components in livestock feed, reduc- 
tion in the percentage content of the 
forage in these materials does not 
always mean an actual loss, On the 
other hand, carbohydrates, the 
starches, fats and other forms, which 
fare the heat, energy and fat pro- 
ducing foods, usually increase with 
maturity cf.the plant. However, it 
is now. known that a very apprec- 
iable portion of the carbohydrate is 
turned into lignum as the plant ages, 
which is indigestible by livestock. 
Lignum is the structural material 
used in the cell walls of the plant, 
In addition to being indigestible it- 
self, it surrounds other valuable dig- 
estible nutrients and often prevents 
the animal from utilizing them. 
From a livestock feeding point of 
view, this represents a ‘very serious 
‘total loss. 

The only means of preventing this 
loss is to harvest the hay crop at an 
early stage of development. The best 
information ‘available at present in- 
dicates that the highest yield of 
livestock nutriénts is. obtained when 
grasses are cut for hay soon after 
heading, long before they have flow- 
‘ered. Legumes likewise should be 
harvested in an early bloom stage. 
Mixtures should be harvested when 
‘he grass is ready, since the loss on 
advariced maturity of the grass will 
be greater than the gains made by 
the legume crop, 


HAYING WITHOUT PITCHFORKS 

The. oli reliable hay fork appears 
doomed to take its place among the 
relics of a past era. Keeping in step 
with the ‘technological revolution 
which has. taken. -place in -other 
phases of farming, haying has now 
been streamlined by the introduction 
of completely mechanized oufits 
which reduce cutting, hauling and 
storing to a minimum of human 
’ Jabor. 

During a recent tour of the state 
of Vermont to study the latest in 
pasture improvement ' work,  tech- 
nical representatives of the agricul- 
tural chemicals division of Canadian 
Industries Limited had the oppor- 
tunity of seeing modern hay making 
machinery in action. They saw the 
cutting operation performed by a 
“self-powered” harester pulled by a 
tractor, . 

This machine mows the standing 
hay and reduces it to one to two- 
‘inch lengths by means of sharp 
blades on a revolving drum, Mount- 
ed on the rear, a conventional-type 
‘blower elevates the cut hay to a ape- 
cial wagon which is pulled alongside, 
The wagon boxes are equipped with 
movable canvas aprons for ease in 


unloading. 


®rom the wagons the chopped hay 
is fed steadily into a blower to ele- 
vate the feed to a hay mow or silo. 
This blower is similar to an ordinary 
ailo filler but has no knives.

Reserves of feed were mostly used 
during the past long winter, boom 
quently, t would be sound busi 
to rebuild these reserves this. sum- 
mer, The need for feed reserves | is 


“vital to the stability of the li 


industry, Now is the time to size lup 
the ‘possible roughage supply in ee 
lation to the. number of cattle | 
sheep to be fed next winter. ‘ideo 
what possible supplies of feed can be 
harvested for a reserve, says lL. B. 
Thomsons Dominion Experimental 
Station, Swift Current, Sask. 

In deciding how many beef cattle 
can be safely wintered, it is neces- 
sary to know the . approximate 
amount of feed required to mai 
an animal of a certain age. en 
calves are fed under shelter they re- 
quire 8 to 10 pounds of roughage per 
day in an average winter, or from 
1000 to 1200 pounds of hay per head, 
depending on the length of the win- 
ter, and also if some grazing is avail- 
able. Yearlings fed hay alone require 
‘approximately 1500 pounds for a 110- 
day period. Older cattle, such as cows 
and two year olds, require | approx- 
imately one ton for the same period. 
Mature cattle do not require rich 
protein feeds, such as alfalfa and 
sweet clover, wheh the object is to 
maintain them and not to encourage 
growth. 

The sources of feed supply are 
many and varied. The roughage is 
obtained from native hay on low ly- 
ing areas, slough bottoms, and where 
an added moisture supply--is’ avail- 
able, In addition there are the culti- 
vated hays, cereal bays, and straw 
from the grainfields: which is a val- 
uable supplement to the, hay supply. 

Once the estimated winter feed re- 
quirements are obtained, it is well 
to plan the feed reserve, All of the 
native and cultivated hays ,can be 
stored over a period of years with~- 
out any deterioration in quality or 
nutritive value, It must, however, be 


harvested into well built stacks so - 


that rain cannot penetrate them and 
cause spoilage. With the cereal hays, 
it is preferable to harvest them loose 
rather than in sheaves, because mice 
will not bother the loose stacks as 
much, A mixture of salt and sulphur 
spread through the first ten feet of 
the stack has given complete protec- 
tion from mice for a 3-year period. 
There are several methods by which 
straw can be placed as a_ reserve, 
such as baling, combine attachments 
for bunching and then using the dif- 
ferent kinds of haying equipment for 
stacking, The value of straw as a 
reserye should not be overlooked, be- 
cause its nutritive value’ is much bet- 
ter on the Prairies than many farm- 
ers are inclined to believe. 

Feed reserves can be set up in 
several ways. An intensified effort 
to salvage every possible ton of 
roughage will pay dividends in the 
future. Much information ig now 
available, and farmers interested can 
obtain such information from their 
nearest Experimental Station or 
Agricultural Representative.

Exempt From Export Permit 


Effective June 30, purebred cattle 
for breeding purposes, and “dairy 
cattle may be shipped from Canada 
to any destination without an export 
permit, according to the Export Div

Declaring that food needs vary 
with age, nutritionists at Ottawa 
insist that as we “get up in years” 
meals should be simple and consist 
of easily-digested foods, 

In advanced years, protein re- 
cuirement is reduced, Only a small 
emount of tissue-building material 
is needed for body repair. Physical 
processes and activity slow down, so 
caloric need from food is less, 

While the same basic food rules 
apply at all ages, the form and 
quantity of meals for the elders dif- 
fers from those requiréd by younger 
people, In the twilight of life, meals 
should be smaller, if more frequent, 
and consist of warm. food, easily 
chewed. 


BUILDING MATERIAL
